Balkan 


states continue to dominate the mil- 
itary and diplomatic 
situation 
in 


Europe. 
Rumania's attitude appar- 


ently is causing the central powers 
great uneasiness while Greece's re- 
fusal to limit her military effective- 
ness as requested by the 
entente 


is of equal concern to those powers. 


Rumanians said to ibe only await- 


ing the presence in the Balkans of 
preponderant entente military forces 
"before dispatching an ultimatum to 
Austria and Germany. Military ciit- 
ics, according to dispatches reaching 
London expresse considerable dissat- 
isfaction with conditions in the Bal- 
kans predicting both military and 
diplomatic difficulties ahead despite 
the brilliant Serbian 
campaign of 


(Field Marshal Von Mackensen. More- 
over it is reported that Austria is 
opposed to the idea and postioility 
of Bulgarian domination of the Balk- 
an states, and it is suggested that a 
desire to forestall 
any fraction 
in 
this connection was responsible for 
the German emperor's recent 
visit 


to Vienna. 


Greece steadfastly refuses to con- 


cede entente demands for the unre- 
stricted use of the Greek port of Sa- 
loniki as a base and furthermore de- 
clines to remove 
her 
away 
from 


Macedonia. 


Except for the capture 
of Pnz- 


rend By the Bulgarians 
there 
has 


been no marked change in the Ser- 
bian military situation. 
The fate of 


Monastir, reported to have fallen be- 
fore the Bulgars, remains obscure 
notwithstanding definite reports that 
neutral consuls in the city had ar- 
ranged to turn it over to the attack- 
ers after withdrawal of the Serbi- 
ans. 
But later 
dispatches 
stated 
that telegraphic communication with 
the city was still maintained, indi- 
cating that it had not been entirely 
evacuated. 
The Eastern front has been com- 


paratively quiet. 
The Russians are 


reported as being greatly strengthen- 
ed along the Riga line imbued with 
a confidence that they can shatter 
the German defenses whenever a for- 
ward move is deemed expedient.

ALLEGKD TO BK RESPONSIBLE 


FOR DEATH 


Judge Oppciiheimer at 
Cincinnati 


Makes Important Decision Upon 
Industrial Compensation Law. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TFUEGRAM) 


Cincmntai, Ohio, December 1 — 


In a decision handed down today by 
Judge Oppenheimer of Superior court 
he holds that the fact that a widow 
has received compensation from the 
state industrial commission for her 
husband's death does not bar 
her 


from suit against a third person al- 
leged to be responsible for the death. 


The decision is in the suit of Ma- 


tilda H Kenning against the Inter- 
urban Railway and Terminal com- 
pany for $15,000. 
The widow was 


awarded $3,744 out of 
the 
state 


industrial fund 011 account of his 
death. 
When she sued the interur- 


ban the question was raised whether 
that payment did not bar her from 
suing. 
Judge Oppenheimer decided 


it was not 
The fact that the inter- 


urban company contributed to the 
state fund was set up, but the judge 
held that that does not relieve the 
company. 
Judge Oppenheimer held that the 


term "compensation" for the amount 
received from the state fund "is in 
reality a misnomer." 
"It is not even designed to com- 


pensate the injured workman for his 
mental or physical suffering or for 
many other things which might be 
considered by a jury in the award 
of compensatory damages. 
Its pur- 


pose is to secure to 
employes 
a 


prompt and certain pecuniary 
re- 


lief. 
It is simply social insurance," 


said the judge.

Premier Asquith Expresses 


Confidence That British 


Public Will Bear Burden

London, Dec. 1.—Belief that Brit- 


ish shoulders were strong enough to 
bear whatever burden the war impos- 
ed upon the country and that all clas- 
ses would gladly incur the sacrifices 
which they were called upon to make 
was expressed by Premier Asquith 
today. The premier's expression was 
voiced before a representative labor 
conference of large size which was 
assembled to consider the best means 
of husbanding the national resourc- 
es and encouraging strict economy. 


"Any excess of either profits or 


wages which does not find its way 
back to the state in loans or taxes, 
or Is not employed In necessary in- 
dustries oV public services," said the 
premier, "Is so much loss to the na- 
tional revenue and the national re- 
sources and therefore so much in- 
jury to the national cawe*." 


Therefore, he said, the government 


asked the trade union leaders to use 
their influences to prevent anything 
in the nature of a general demand 
for an advance of wages. 


The premier explained 
that 
al- 


though some few industries were in- 
jured by the war, according to the 
best estimate available, 4,500,000 
working people had enjoyed a sub- 
stantial increase in wages since the 
war's beginning. 


"On the other hand," continued 


Premier Asquith," we have witnessed 
a substantial increase in the cost of 
living. 
Food has risen 
forty 
per 


cent; rent, two per cent; 
fuel, and 


light, twenty-five per cent and cloth- 
ing, thirty per cent; but when allow- 
ance is made for the increased cost 
of living, I venture to say the wage 
earners are better off now than when 
the war began."

H. M. Avery, 40 years old*, a garage 


owner at Columbia Center, west ot 
Pataskala, Mrs. Maud Avery, 
his 


wife, about the same age, Vere in- 
stantly killed about 5 o'clock Tues- 
day night at the Columbus Pike 
crossing at Granville when their Ford 
automobile was struck by a south- 
bound T. & O. C. train. The machine 
was reduced to a mass of wreckage. 
Avery's body was mangled beneath 
the wheels of the train. 
Mrs. Av- 


ery's almost lifeless 
body was re- 


moved from the pilot of the engine, 
where she was hurled by the impact 
of the collision. Her face was horri- 
bly crushed and the left side of her 
body was scalded as it lay against the 
steam chest of the locomotive 


At about the same hour, Miss Lil- 


lian Cool, 19 years old, daughter ot 
Mrs. 
Mary Cool, a widow, living five 


miles from Waverly, Pike county, 
was struck by a Pennsylvania passen- 
ger train at the O'Bannon avenue 
crossing, East Newark and instantly 
killed. 
Miss Cool had been visiting 


at the. home of Mr. and Mrs. P. C. 
McCualsky in 
Jones 
avenue, 
her 


aunt and uncle. 


Miss Cool's body was shipped to 


her home at 4:50 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 


Relatives of Mr. and Mrs. Avery 


are expected to arrive from Pitts- 
burgh at noon today to arrange for 
the disposition of the bodies. 
The 


couple leave three children from 4 to 
10 years old, who were in charge ot 
friends at Columoia 
Center. Mrs. 


Avery had been in Wheeling where 
she attended the funeral of her fath- 
er, who was found dead in bed 
at 
East Liverpool last Friday. 


Mrs. 
Avery arrived 
in 
Newark 


Tuesday morning and was met here 
by her husband. They spent the aft- 
ernoon shopping and had made their 
Christmas purchases which included 
a number of toys, etc., for their chil- 
dren. These articles were gathered 
up from the wreckage of the auto- 
mobile after the tragic accident. 


The accident occurred about l,50ff 


feet west of the passenger station at 
Granville. Employes of the railroad 
standing on the platform awaiting 
the arrival of the train witnessed the 
accident.

"We thought the machine would 


stop," said one of tnese men Tues- 
day night. 
The train was coming 


around the curve at a rapid rate of 
speed, the whistle shrieking a warn- 
ing for the crossing. We 
watched 


the machine approach the crossing. 
It seemed to hesitate, and we thought 
the driver intended to stop Suddenly 
It shot forward directly in the path 
of the oncoming train. There was a 
crash and the majchine was hurled 
to one side of the track. The train 
was stopped quickly as posible, but 
not until it had almost reached the 
station." 


Spectators ran to the scene of the 


accident. Mrs Avery was till living 
when she was lifted from thp omtine 
pilot. 
She was carried quickly to 


the passenger waiting room of the 


station but expired as she was placed 
upon the floor. Her husband's body 
was found along the track where it 
had been mangled by the wheels. 


The wound which caused the wo- 


man's death was a blow upon 
the 


right side of the face 
which 
was 


crushed. 
Her left arm was broken 


and her body badly cut and bruised 
The left side of her face and neck, 
her left arm Snd hand were 
badly 


scalded, due no doubt, to comm? m 
contact with the steam chest as she 
lay on the engine pilot. 


Mr. Avery's death must have been 


instantaneous. The right side of Ins 
head and face 
were 
crushed and 


bruised. 
His nsht hand and ri^ht 


foot were crushed off. His nip was 
crushed, his luc >. broken and his 
body bruised and cut. 


Coroner W. L Tackson of Newark 


was notified and with the Bradley 
ambulance, 
made a quick run 
to 


Granville, wheie the train was being 
held pending the coroner's arrival. 
The coroner tooK the names of the ' 
train crew and other witnesses of the 
accident and ordered the removal of 
the bodies to Ne\ ark. At the Brad- 
ley morgue the bodies were prepared j 
for burial and a brother

burgh notified of the accident.

Money and jewelry to the amount 


of $600 or mou were taken from 
the bodies by the coroner.

agreement with the German govern- 
ment whereby the former agreed to 
supply German cruisers at sea with 
coal and supplies in neutral ships 
sailing from American ports early in 
the war, has passed into the keeping 
of the German embassy at Wash- 
ington. 
Dr..,Karl Buenz, managing 


director of the line so testified today 
in his trial—and that of three other 
Une 
officials 
and 
employes—on 


charges of conspiracy, now nearing 
its close in the United States district 
court here. Not only has the ab- 
stract of this agreement been given 
to the embassy for safekeeping, Dr. 
Buenz testified, but all correspond- 
ence on the subject, by letter 
or 


cable, likewise has formally been 
turned over to the German govern- 
ment through the embassy at Wash- 
ington. The cablegrams, it was said, 
were in the German naval code and 
were removed to the embassy when 
it was thought there was danger of 
their becoming public, through this 
trial, and thus revealing to repre- 
sentatives of England, France and 
Russia, the key to the German secret 
code.

Wilmington, Del., Dec. 1.—There 


was a small explosion of smokeless 
powder early today at the Du Pont 
powder plant at Carney's Point, N. 
J., across the Delaware river from 
this city. No one was hurt and tna 
property damage was slight, com- 
pany ofticials said. 
'" 


The flash of the 
explosion 
was 


seen by persons in this city, as it oc- 
curred just at dawn and the sound 
was heard, but most people knew 
nothing, about it until several hours 
later. 


Company officials said the explo- 


sion was what is called a "flare-up" 
in a blending mill, but the few em- 
ployes in the place were not touched 
by the flash. 


Coming so closely after the terri- 


fic explosion of yesterday in which, 
30 men and boys lost their lives, it 
caused some anxiety among residents 
in the neighborhood of the company's 
plants here and in New Jersey. 
It 


was explained by the company offi- 
cials however, that these 
flare-ups 


are of frequent occurrence and it is 
believed ascribed to different causes. 


There have been no more deaths 


among the five injured in the Hagley 
explosion of yesterday. It is feared 
however, that' Several of them will 
die. 
One of the 
injured, 
Edwin 


Davis; left the hospital today. Louis 
Booker, who died in a hospital last 
night, making the death list 31, left 
a widow and eight small children.; 


No statement 
was 
forthcoming 


from the company as to the possible 
cause of yesterday's disaster. 
The 


officials are making a thorough in- 
vestigation. 


Some officers believe the cause will 


never be known as all the men who 
were near the packinghouse when it 
blew up, are dead. The injured still 
in the hospital were some distance 
from the packinghouse and appar- 
ently have no 
knowledge of 
the 


origin ot the blast. 


Deputy Coroner Nichols today took 


charge of the remains of the victims, 
nearly all of whom however, were 
but human fragments, and began in- 
vestigation. 
Later he will summon 


a jury and a formal inquest will be 
held.

Acceptance of these resignations is 


qualified with the proviso that the 
services of the retiring ministers are 
to be available if required. 


Dr. Heinold and Baron Engel have 


been appointed members of the up- 
per house, while the rank of Freih- 
err, has been conferred on Dr. Schus- 
ter. 
Prince 
Hohenlohe Schilling- 


uerst, president of the supreme court 
of accounts has been appointed min- 
ster of the interior; Ritter Von Leth 
governor of the postal savings bank, 
uinister of finance, and Herr Von 
Spitzminler, director of the 
Kredit 


Anstalt, minister of commerce. 


The first reports of the resigna- 


tion of Austrian cabinet ministers 
ame almost simultaneously with the 
visit to Vienna of Emperor WUljMl 


on Monday. The semi-official Wolff 
Bureau of Germany said on Monday 
night that several members of the 
cabinet would withdraw. 


No authentic information has been 


received concerning the state of af- 
fairs politically which brought about 
the retirement ot the ministers, but 
their withdrawal and Emperor Wil- 
liam's interview with Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph have been given free rein 
to speculation concerning Austria's 
reported willingness to enter upon 
peace negotiations.

' "I sat at table in a corner of the 
dining room of a prominent hotel, 
alone, quietly studying the faces and 
figures of Beautiful women and the 
«tfong features of men. I sele^ed 
tynes of splendid manhood and worn- 
n'nhood. but alas for my ideals when 
dessert was served! Not alone wom- 
en whose fares expressed the down- 
ward tendency, but many whom I 
had selected ns beautiful tynes both 
in faces and features were drinkinc 
nnd 
smoking—blowing 
cigarette 


through their nostril* Bt- 


fore the meal was finished, dozens of 
women were smoking, and I am told 
this custom prevails in nearly every 
high-class hotel in the East. 


"I wondered if the men who smoked 


with them would not go directly to 
the polls, in November, and vote 
against suffrage; I wondered if they, 
deep down in their inner conscious- 
ness, were not dismayed at their 
shattered ideals of womanhood?

Columbus, Dec. 1.—Colonel W. P. 


Rend, 75, millionaire president ot 
the coal company in Chicago, bear- 
ing his name, who shipped the first 
trainload ot coal out of Columbus on 
the Hocking Valley railroad 
forty 


years ago, died suddenly yesterday 
in Chicago. He was a native of Coun- 
ty Leutrim, Ireland, and came to this, 
country when a boy, and served in 
the civil war and was the first man 
wounded at the battle of Yorktown. 
He made a fortune in the coal and 
oil business. 


Mr. Rend was one of the largest
